KINGSTON. Jamaica, Aug. 6 (AP) — Hurricane Allen roared 
past the Cayman Islands toward Cuba and the Gulf of Mexico 
today after battering Jamaica with 160 kilometre-per-hour winds 
and leaving a rapidly rising toil of death and destruction in its 
wake. At least 49 people were known dead. There were still no 
official casualty figures from the hard-hit southern peninsula of 
Haiti. U.S. Agency for International Development officials said, 
but amateur radio operators in the Les Cayes area were reporting 
many dead and up to 40 per cent of the houses destroyed. Mr. 
Jtjrry Russell, the AID official in charge of the agency's hurricane 
watch centre, said at least 30 deaths had been confirmed in 
Port-au-Prince and the area south of the capital. The storm was 
expected to pass over extreme western* Cuba and into the Gulf of 
Mexico late tonight or early Thursday.

Tomorrow's scheduled gather- 
ing of the Islamic Conference 
members, under the chairmanship 
of Pakistan, was described as a 
plenary meeting to approve for- 
mally the proposals drafted by its 
committee. 

Diplomatic sources said there 
was already unanimous agree- 
ment on the text, but this needed 
to be formalised by the entire 
group, in session. 

It was not clear immediately 
what further measures they might 
consider in the event that a U.S.

The latest request for Council 
debate on the Jerusalem question, 
made lust Friday, was for an 
"immediate*' meeting. The delay 
now could result in its coinciding 
with the U.S. Democratic Puny 
convention in New York next 
week.

Islamic ministers set 
Afghan crisis talks 


ISLAMABAD. Aug. 6 (AP) - 
An emergency session of the 
Islamic Foreign Minister*. Con- 
ference will he held in New York 
in the second half of September to 
discuss steps to counter the con- 
tinued Soviet occupation of 
Afghanistan. 

Pakistani Foreign Min islet 
Agha Shahi. chairman of the 
Jcddah-hased. forty -nation 
Islamic Conference, told news- 
men that the New York meeting 
would consider what new initia- 
tives may he needed to solve the 
\fghan crisis. 

Mr. Shahi is a memhet of a 
three-man standing committee ot 
the Islamic foreign ministers on 
the Afghan crisis, along with Ira- 
nian Foreign Minister Sadeq 
Ootbzadeh. and Mr. Habib 
Chaiti. secretary general of the 
Organisation of the Islamic Con- 
ference. The committee was 
appointed by the Mamie foreign 
ministers in May at their annual 
session here. 

Mr. Shahi said the standing 
committee will report to other 
Islamic foreign ministers on "what 
measures it took and what snags it 
faced in finding a political set- 


tlement of the Afghan crisis." 

The committee was delegated 
to open negotiations with Muslim 
Afghan tribesmen battling ihe 
Soviet-backed Afghan regime, 
and to hold talks with the Soviet 
Union and the regime of Afghan 
President Babrak Kurmul -- with- 
out recognising the latter as a 
legitimate government. 

The Soviet and Afghan gov- 
ernments insisted that the Karma! 
regime he recognised before open- 
ing talks.

Ail but one Irani prisoner 
freed and reunited in U.S. 


NEW YORK, Aug. b 
(Agencies)— All but one of the 
192 Iranian demonstrators 
am.--.ed in Washington last month 
were released last night and reun- 
ited at a prayer service in a mos- 
que here. 

The 171 men freed from the 
federal prison in Otisville, New 
York, 70 miles northwest of New 
York City, were brought here in 
four buses and filed into the Shfite 
Muslim mosque in the borough of 
Queens, chanting "Long live 


Khomeini." They were later 
joined by 20 women freed from 
the federal jail here. 

One male student. Mr. 
Mahmoud Snfiri. was taken back 
to Washington yesterday for a 
hearing on a charge that he 
assaulted a policeman during the 
demonstration there on July 27. 

Outside the mosque wa% a large 
picture of Iranian leader Ayatol- 
lah Ruhoilah Khomeini.

70 in London refuse to eat 

LONDON, Aug. 6 (.AP) — Seventy Iranians detained after anti- 
American demonstrations in London went on hunger strike in prison 
today to protest their treatment. 

A Horae Office spokesman confirmed that al! of them were refus- 
ing food but were taking liquids. "They are acting peacefully." he 
.added, noting that official British policy on hunger strikers is to avoid 
artificial feeding. 

“If a prisoner wishes to refuse food then it's lip to him." he said. 

In Iran, where 52 Americans have been held by revolutionary 
militants since last Nov. 4. their captors at the U.S. embassy in 
Tehran said when reached by telephone from London that they are 
watching the British situation closely. They refused further com- 
ment. 

The 70 Iranians held in Britain are in two London prisons. 55 men 
at Brixton Prison and 11 women in Holloway, while four men are at 
Ashford Remand Centre, West London. 

A Brixton prison officer said: “I've seen them all myself this 
morning and, to be honest. I’m 100 per cent surprised at how happy 
and in good spirits they appear to be. They're doing everything the 
daily routine will allow — going to bed when the other prisoners do 
and getting up and washing." 

The Iranians were arrested after fighting with police outside the 
U.S. embassy at Grosvenor Square Monday night, when they 
demonstrated against the detentions of Iranian demonstrators in 
New York. 

They were ordered held in custody by two London magistrates' 
courts Tuesday after refusing to give their names and addresses when 
charged with offenses ranging from threatening behaviour to assault- 
ing police and carrying offensive weapons. 

A Prisons Department spokesman said the 70 are likely to remain 
in custody until they appear in court again next week. 

Emigre slaying suspect may be in Iran 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 1 AP) — The man charged with last month's 
assassination of an Iranian exile leader in Washington is believed by 
investigators to have escaped to Iran, the Washington Po\ m i news- 
paper reported today. 

Mr. Daoud Salahuddin, 29. is believed to have flown from 
Washington to New York within hours of the July 22 slaying of Mr. 
Ali Tabaiabai, an outspoken foe of the regime of Ayatollah Ruhoilah 
Khomeini, the newspaper said. 

The suspect, also known as David Belfield, is believed to have 
flown from New York to Switzerland and to have reached Iran by 
July 25, the Post reported. 

Mr. John Morrison, special agent for the FBI's public affairs office, 
said he could neither confirm nor deny the report based on uniden- 
tified sources. 

Mr. Salahuddin has been charged with first-degree murder in the 
slaying of Mr. Tabaiabai, who served as press attache in Washington 
during the reign of the late Shah of Iran and as president of the Iran 
Freedom Foundation, which opposes Iran's Islamic revolutionary 
AH TabatabaJ regime. 


flag as the Iranian students went 
into the service. 

The students said they were 
beaten by Washington police, and 
the women said the police tore off 
their hcadscarves. They showed 
reporters some bruises and some 
healing scratches. 

A State Department spokes- 
man had earlier denied allegations 
that the students were treated sav- 
agely when arrested during 
clashes between supporters and 
opponents of Ayatollah Kho- 
meini. 

Washington police dropped 
charges against them, but the stu- 
dents refused to give their names 
and were taken to federal jails to 
check on the legality of their pre- 
sence in the United States. 

Many went on hunger sirike and 
Otisville prison warden J. Michael 
Quinlan said four were taken to 
the prison hospital on stretchers 
yesterday, suffering from mal- 
nutrition and dehydration. They 
were given liquid foods and later 
released. 

Six Muslim and Christian cler- 
gymen were allowed to visit the 
detainees yesterday. Imam 
Nuriddin Faiz. u regional director 
of prison services for the Ameri- 
can Muslim Mission, afterwards 
told reporters: 

“Other than the fact that we saw 
some had lost weight, there were 
no physical bruises, or signs of 
being abused." 

Another clergyman, the Rev. 
David Jenks. said: "Not only did 
they have no complaints about 
their treatment but the guards also 
said that the detainees showed 
absolutely no hostility and had 
been very co-operative."

Iraq, Iran backers at odds 

Palestinians stepping in 
halt Lebanon ‘proxy war 


BEIRUT, Aug. 6 (Agencies) 
— Palestinian guerrillas said today 
they were intervening to halt a war by 


proxy between Iraq and Iran in Leba- 
non. 


The announcement was pub- 
lished by the Beirut press fol- 
lowing the fatal abduction of a 
Shi' itc Muslim clergyman in 
southern Lebanon and the bomb- 
ing of a newspaper office in 
Beirut. 

A joint committee from Yasser 
Arafat's Palestine Liberation 
Organisation and the PLO’s leftist 
Lebanese allies convened here Iasi 
night and resolved to arrest 
worsening security conditions in 
Muslim- populated areas of Leba- 
non. according to a joint state- 
ment. 

It said the committee resolved 
also to set up a combined "field 
force" to prevent rival factions 
loyal to Iraq and Iran from clash- 
ing anew in Lebanon. 

The statement said the field 
force will begin its activity on Aug. 
16 to give "unruly and undis- 
ciplined elements a chance to lay 
down arms and refrain from sub- 
version.*’ 

Followers of Iraq and Iran 
clashed in street battles in Beirut 
that claimed more than 150 lives 
in Beirut this year. Their embas- 
sies were the frequent targets of 
rocket attacks and their air line 
offices in the Lebanese capital 
were bombed. 

The PLO warned last week that 
the quickening pace of hostilities 


posed a threat to the security of 
the Palestinian guerrilla move- 
ment which the PLO could not 
ignore. 

Iraq and Iran are vying for 
dominance in the Gulf region. 
Their ideological and territorial 
feud has spilled over to the 
950.000 Shf ites who make up the 
largest single sect among Leba- 
non's three million inhabitants. 

The struggle pitted " Amal." the 
largest Shi'ite militia that is 
backed by Ayatollah Ruhoilah 
Khomeini's Islamic revolution in 
Iran, against the Arab Socialist 
Baath Party militia loyal to Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein’s 
regime. 

Although the PLO maintains 


close relations with both Iraq and 
Iran, the guerrilla leadership 
appears worried that escalating 
friction between their followers in 
Lebanon might diminish the 
PLO's control over its main power 
base in the Middle East. 

The PLO is said to be also wor- 
ried that the conflict might be 
exploited by the nations right- 
wing Falangist Party, which con- 
trols mostly Christian east Beirut 
and which has vowed a "war of 
liberation" against Palestinians in 
the rest of Lebanon. 

The Falangist " Voice of Leba- 
non" radio station voiced support 
for Amal in all previous clashes

Bologna bombii 
suspect arreste 

NICE, France, Aug. 6 (AP)— French police today arrested a fugitive 
right-wing Italian extremist who witnesses claim was at the Bologna, 
Italy, train station just before it was rocked by the explosion that left 
76 people dead. 

Mr. Marco Affatigato. 22. described as of medium build, with a 
black beard and glasses, was arrested on the pretext of false identity 
papers and then held on the strength of an international warrant from 
Italian authorities, police said. 

Informed sources said he was arrested in the afternoon at the 
apartment of an unidentified British woman. Contrary tc initial 
reports, the woman was not later released, police said. 

Mr. Affatugato was to have appeared before a Nice magistrate 
later today but the court session was postponed until Thursday. 
French investigators said they have not interrogated him but were 
awaiting international authorities, in accordance with international 
warrant procedures. 

In July. Mr. Affatigato was sentenced in absentia by a court in Pisa. 
Italy, to 3>Vi years in prison for having helped in the escape of Mr. 
Mario Tuti, a right-wing extremist convicted of killing a policeman. 
Mr. Tuti was arresred later in France and last Saturday was indicted 
in the 1974 bombing of a train between Florence and Bologna that 
claimed 12 lives. 

Mr. Affatigato was also sought on a 1979 warrant charging him 
with trying to re-form the outlawed Fascist Party. 

According to Italian authorities, survivors of Saturday's explosion 
have identified police portraits of Mr. Affatigato and claimed they 
saw him carrying a suitcase in the second class waiting room where 
investigators believe a bomb was placed. 

Some French sources suggested there were indications that Mr. 
.Affatigato may not have been involved in the explosion, at (east not 
directly. 

Thousands mourn victims 

BOLOGNA. Italy, Aug. 6 (AP) — In a massive display of anti- 
terrorist outrage, more than 200,000 people from all over Italy 
attended public funeral services today to mourn the deaths of 76 
persons killed by a presumed right-wing terrorist bomb. 

Many carried red flags with hammers and sickles in a crowd that 
spilled well out of the medieval city square. The left-wing banners 
and rhetoric at the civic ceremony contrasted with solemn religious 
rites beforehand in San Petronio Basilica, which sits on the plaza. 

Italian President Sandro Pertini and Premier Francesco Cossiga 
stood before eight purple-draped coffins as priests chanted hymns 
that echoed in the huge 14th century church. Families of the other 68 
dead referred to hold private ceremonies. 

The white coffin of Angela Fresu. of Empoli in central Italy, was 
less than a metre long. 

"How old was she?" one woman asked. 

"Three years," said another. They both burst into tears. 
Communist Mayor Renato Zangheri attacked the government for 
not taking strong enough action against right-wing attacks in Italy in 
the past five years. 

"These mutilated bodies demand justice," the mayor said. 

Pope John Paul II used strong words to describe his feelings about 
the attack in an address to 30,000 attending his- weekly open-air 
general audience ar St. Peter’s Square. 

"There are no words to express adequately the pain a'nd abhorr- 
ence and horror when faced with such vile and absurd crimes, which 
show to what depths the mind of cruel assassins can reach, when one 
forgets the respect owed to brothers." the pontiff said.

The penny drops 


POLITICS often generates more heat than light, and west- 
ern attitudes towards the Arab-Israeli conflict are more 
often than not shaped by misinformation, raw emotion and 
vestigial cold-war considerations. 

Thus it comes as a particularly pleasant surprise to 
read excerpts from the report o fan all-party committee of 
the British House of Commons, which concludes, inter alia, 
that “a solution of the Palestinian problem has become an 
absolute priority" and that, while the West seeks to re- 
assure the states of the Gulf and Middle East of its wil- 
lingness to help them to resist aggression, an “over- reliance 
on bases, alliances and military power could be coun- 
terproductive." 

In the report, issued after four months of hearings 
initiated in the wake of the Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan, the 1 1 -member House foreign affairs committee has 
courageously grasped some very thorny nettles indeed. 

Looking at the issue which prompted the study, the 
report concludes that there is no evidence that the invasion 
of Afghanistan was part of an overall Soviet “grand 
strategy" to influence the Gulf states or to threaten western 
oil supplies. That is a refreshing analysis, given the normal 
diet of alarmism served up ia the western press and at 
official briefings in London or Washington. 

Predictably--and we would not criticise them for 
this— the Commons all-party panel view things from the 
perspective of western interests and conclude that rbe 
West's credibility, as much as its actual military pre- 
paredness, must be maintained. In the committee's view, 
this means that “the need to work for continuing good 
relations with the states of the area and to help to maintain 
the security and stability of the Gulf and access to its oil 
resources had become all the more imperative.” But what 
is interesting is that the committee report, unlike the utter- 
ances, sav, of U.S. Defence Secretary Harold Brown, does 
not insist that this must be done by bludgeoning the Gulf 
states with warnings of threats to their own security and 
following this up by sending an aircraft carrier steaming up 
the Gulf! 

Since the Commons committee concludes that, in 
demonstrating “great discretion and vigilance” in relations 
with the Gulf and other Middle East states, the West must 
recognise that a solution of the Palestinian problem is an 
“absolute priority " it would appear that the penny has 
dropped in the collective minds of the committee about the 
relationship between security and stability on the one hand 
and peace with justice in the immediate Arab-Israeli arena 
on the other. 

This is a connection that the western powers have 
hitherto been slow to make. We haven’t read the Commons 
report in full yet, and we wonder if a connection is also 
made between the concerns of the Arab and other Islamic 
states with regard to the ever-present Israeli aggression 
compared with the West’s well-published ^concerns about 
the Soviet Afghan intervention. If a specific reference. isn't 
actually there, we think we detect signs of such a realistic 
analysis in the committee's conclusions about priorities in 
the Middle East. And that is a most encouraging sign. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT: It seems that the local autonomy talks are about to be 
frozen For some time. This can be seen in the light of the Egyptian 
president's decision to suspend the negotiations following Israel’s 
formal annexation of Arab Jerusalem. 

This should not, however, be taken as proof of the Egyptian 
regime’s innocence in the affair. Israel's aggressive steps against 
the holy city, the swallowing up of Palestinian land under the 
occupation and the negotiations themselves are all traceable to 
the Camp David process, against which the Arabs have con- 
tinually warned, telling the Egyptian regime not to be led on by iL 

Thus, the freezing of these negotiations is not in itself a suf- 
ficient response to the Israeli danger in Arab Jerusalem. In order 
to face the truth, the Egyptian regime must revise its policy which 
has deviated from the Arab path and Egypt is called upon to 
reconsider the Camp David accords in which President Anwar 
Sadat got bogged down, especially that Israel does not want to 
complete its withdrawal from Sinai until after the completion of 
the local autonomy talks, that is after the unconditional surrender 
of the Egyptian regime to all Israeli ambitions. 

AL DUSTOUR: Balanced Arab political activity at the regional 
and international levels must constitute a concerted effort that 
should be directed at crystallising a unified Arab stand with regard 
to all issues and developments which are pushing the Middle East 
towards devastating confrontation. 

At the international level. His Majesty King Hussein, during 
his recent European tour, has aimed at convincing Europe to take 
positive and effective action on the chronic crisis in the region 
and to translate this action into a genuine initiative to fill the 
vacuum. 

At the regional level comes the visit. by: Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein to Saudi Arabia which aims to overcome Arab, 
differences. 

The dangers surrounding the Arab World from all directions 
— mainly the devastating Zionist danger which daily swallows 
Arab land— cannot be overlooked. Statements alone are uot 
enough; this requires a practical pan=Arab drive that will come 
out to the world with' <r unified. stand. -- ■ “ — 

How would Arabs expect their friends to support their rights 
and causes while they are engaged in side differences among 
themselves, and heading in different directions? 

A formulation of a solid unified Arab stand should be attained 
and the proper atmosphere should be prepared to make the- 
forthcoming Amman summit a successful meeting capable of 
realising the aspirations and ambitions of the Arab World.

United Nations for additional con- 
tributions, and has decided upon 
certain economies, the most sig- 
nificant of which w3s the decision 
to close the agency's education 
systems in Jordan and Syria if suf- 
ficient funds were not forth- 
coming. 

This move would have affected 
133.000 pupils in Jordan, 45,000 
in Syria, and 3,500 teachers in 
Jordan and 1,360 in Syria. Hie

Government to lend Amman 
JD lm for road repair work 


AMMAN, Aug. 6 IJT) — Amman 
Municipality will receive a JD 1 
million loan from the government 
to help finance its current repair 
and reasphalting projects on roads 

and streets, according to a cabinet 
decision taken today. 

Speaking in a television inter- 
view last night. Amman Mayor 
Mr. Isam Ajlouni expressed satis- 
faction with the work so far done 
on the streets. 

He said the municipality will 
shortly issue development bonds 
worth JD 15 million to help it 
finance its various projects. The 
municipality's budget for the next 
fiscal year is expected to reach JD 


18 million, the mayor ^id. 

Asked about the municipality's 
schemes, he said that there are 
plans for increasing the number of 
rubbish trucks to collect 300 
tonnes of rubbish in the city daily 
instead of 200. and that the 
municipality will launch a cam- 
paign. beginning in October, to rid 
the city of the rats still infesting 
several districts. 

The municipality will set up 
■•mini-municipalities" in 
Amman's districts which will be

the city's municipal council, Mr. 
Ajlouni said. 

He also proposed that the 
Traffic Department in Amman be 
placed under the direct control of 
the municipality instead of the 
Public Security Directorate.

Aug. 6 (JNA)--A 15 
year old girl was killed yesterday 
and her two sisters, aged 17 and 
19, were injured at Yaraqa village 
in Balqa Govemorate when a 
dump truck went off the road and 
_ hit their house, demolishing ii 
. completely. • • 

The girl who died was sitting in 
the house's yard with the rest of 
the family when the accident 
occurred. A police spokesman 
said that four hours after the acci- 
dent, a heavy crane was brought to 
the site by civil defence authorities 
and the truck was removed. This 
followed several unsuccessful 
attempts by the villagers to 
remove it by other means. 

He said the accident was caused 
by the high speed at which the veh- 
icle was moving, causing the driver 
to lose control. 


AMMAN. Aug. 6 (JNA)-The 
Ministry of Supply is raising funds 
to finance a project to enlarge the 
grain silo*, in Aqaba. Minister of 
Supply Jjwad Anani said here 
today.

400.000 tonnes, the minister 
added. 

In addition, he said, another silo 
with a capacity of 1 20,000 tonnes 
can he built in the northern pan of 
the countrv.

When 
I say history, I mean we must study 
not only the lives of the com- 
posers, but be familiar with all 
their compositions and play many 
of them from memory." 

Some of the courses studied are 
•harmony, theory and analysis of 
musical form. All foreign students 
spend one preliminary year at the 
conservatory learning Russian so 
as to be proficient in the class- 
room. . . . . 

“At first, I had no idea of what 


the responsibility to be a good 
pianist entailed,” continued Miss 
Milhem, who began to study the 
piano at the age of 1 1 . “No one in 
my family is musically inclined , 
but I excelled in the subject in 
Syrian schools. I taught myself to 
play an Arabic instrument by ear, 
then I pleaded with ray parents to 
enter me in the Damascus Con- 
servatory.” (Upon acceptance, 
students receive free training at 
the conservatory.) 

Miss Milhem is the oldest child 
in a large family, which could not 
afford to buy her a piano, but she 
studied at the conservatory and 
finally received the coveted scho- 
larship to Moscow. 

“I have no ambitions to perform 
on a concert stage; few students at 
the Moscow Conservatory have 
such high ambitions,*' she said. 
“The goal is to know music and 
know it well and to perpetuate it 
by being a good teacher." 

Added Miss Wadi: "To teach 


music is a beautiful thing. You 
create and at the same time, you 
give and take from your students." 

The daughter of Solhi Wadi, a 
composer and director of the 
Damascus Conservatory and 
Cynthia Wadi, a concert pianist, 
Hamza started musical lessons on 
the violin and switched to the 
■piano at age 10. She has two more 
years of study at the Moscow Con- 
servatory and already has par- 
ticipated in the 1975 Chopin com- 
petition ih Warsaw and the 1980 
Bach competion in Leipzig. 

She is preparing for the Beeth- 
oven competition in Vienna, 
slated for June 1981. Preparing 
for a competition nearly one year 
in the future means practising 
Bach compositions five hours a 
day. 

Hard work? Yes. But these 
dedicated students revel in it and 
they are planning individual reci- 
tals, which they will perform at Al 
Kabbani Hall in September before 
returning to Moscow.

The latest development in the 
Amal-Baathist warfare was the 
discovery last night of the bullet- 
riddled body of Imam Ali Bad- 
reddin, a Shi’ile clergyman who 
was abducted at gunpoint near his 
home village of Harif in southern 
Lebanon on Sunday, 

Amal said in a statement that 
Badreddin's abduction and slay- 
ing were u blow directed against it 
and vowed to hunt down and pun- 
ish the murderers. 

Almost at the same time yes- 
terday, an explosive charge ripped 
through the Beirut offices of the 
pro-Iraqi newspaper Al Moharrer, 
injuring five persons, police 
reported. 

Al Moharrer ceased publication 
since its offices were attacked dur- 
ing the Lebanese civil war in 1976. 
Its editor, Mr. Walid Abu Dahr. 
moved to Paris to issue from the 
French Capital the pro-Iraqi 
Arabic language magazine Al 
Wauin A I Arahi. 

Leftist sources in Beirut blamed 
yesterday's blast on pro- Amal 
elements. 

Meanwhile, renegade Maj. 
Saad Haddad, commander of the 


south Lebanese Christian militias, 
today threatened to open a new 
offensive against Palestinian guer- 
rillas if they continue to infiltrate 
his enclave. United Nations 
•sources said. 

- Major Haddad met for an hour 
and a half today with Gen. 
Emmanuel Erskine. commander 
of the United Nations interim 
Farces in Lebanon (UNlFiL). to 
discuss the deteriorating situation 
in the area. 

Today. UNIF1L and the militias 
exchanged artillery fire in the cen- 
iral sector cIom.' to the villuec of 
Dibil. where four Dutch UN1F1L 
soldiers were yesterday held pris- 
oner by Christian villagers. 

The four were later released 
unhurt. The villagers captured 
them following the deaths earlier 
this week of two militiamen whose 
jeep struck a land mine believed 
planted by Palestinian guerrillas 
just outside the village. 

The U.N. sources said Major 
Haddad threatened to shell popu- 
lated areas in the region con- 
trolled by the guerrillas if the 
infiltrations continued. General 
Erskine replied that UN I FI L had 
taken extensive measures to pre- 
vent incursion*, into its region by 
armed groups from ali side**.

Iraq may increase oil supplies to Japan 


TOKYO, Aug. 6 (R)-Iraq has told Japan it would consider 
requests by Tokyo for an increase in crude oil shipment*- here, 
trade and industry officials said yesterday. 

Japan had asked for about 10 million tonnes a year, equivalent 
to 190,000 barrels per day (bdpj. to be supplied under a 
govemment-to-govemmeni agreement, they said. 

Japan now gets seven million tonnes of crude, or 1 53.UUU bdp. 
from Iraq. Half of this is supplied under government- 
to-govemment arrangement. 

The officials said Iraq did not indicate hy how much shipments 
might be increased and when extra supplies would be sent to 
Japan.

India abandons oil exploration policy 


Agricultural extracts seen as substitute petrol 


BONN. Aug. 6 ( R)— West German could meet up to in per cent 
of its petrol needs wirh fuel extracted from home-grown agricul- 
tural products, according to a study commissioned by the technol- 
ogy ministry. The study, sees substitute petrol costing between 
DM 1.70 arid DM 2.30 per litre to produce at present, compared 
to about DM 1.15 for normal-grade petrol. 

Raw materials for producing the fuel, called ethanol, range 
from waste straw to grains, with optimal production from sugar 
beet, it notes. 


NEW DELHI, Aug. 6 ( \P)— India is '‘throwing open" its doors 
to foreign oil drilling and exploration companies to meet the 
country’s growing energy needs. Petroleum Minister Veerendra 
Pali! said today. Mr. Pa til told a parliamentary committee that the 
government also made this decision because it warns to reduce its 
import bill. 

He vi id that foreign participation would Iv allowed in pros- 
pective oilfields located both on the mainland and offshore. The 
announcement indicates a majm policy chance f«>r India which 
earlier stressed self-reliance in ii* .,i! exploration programmes. 

Mr. Patil said that the foreign •.•■mpanw* u!d collaborate 
with two Indian government oil exploring and producing agen- 
cies.

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(Alternate) Olympic Games roundup the Daily crossword

ROME, Aug. 6 (AP) — Kari-Hans Riehm of West Germany 
pulled the first ups here last night by beating Olympic champion 
and world record holder Yuri Sedykh of the Soviet Union in the 
batnmer throw in the opening event of the Golden Gain track 
meet at the Rome Olympic Stadium. 

Riehm came to within two centimetres of his West German 
record and won with 80.78 metres in his fourth throw. Sedykh, 
whose Olympic throw of 8 1 .SO last week in Moscow gave him the 
world record, was second with 80.54. 

The 19-country meet, featuring 13 Moscow Olympic champ- 
ions, is billed as a revenge for the teams who boycotted the games, 
such as the United States, West Germany. Japan, Canada and 
Kenya, all here with strong teams. 

Two other West Germans followed in the hammer standings. 
KlausPloghaus was third with 77.60 and Manfred Hucning fourth 
with 77.04. Marian Woronin of Poland and Herman Panzo of 
France, two finalists in the Moscow 100 metres, were eliminated 
in the heats here. The finalists were seven Americans and James 
Gilkes of Guyana. 

Olympic champion Vera Komisova of the Soviet Union won the 
women's 100-metrcs hurdles in 12.39 seconds, the second fastest 
-time ever. for the distance, just three one-hundredths of .1 second 
off the world record of Grazynu Rabszlyn of Poland. The Polish 
veteran was second in 12.56. Another Pole, L.ucyna Lunger was 
third in 12.60 and Stephanie Hightower of the United States was 
fourth in 12.91. 

Greg Foster won an all-American ] lU-meirc hurdles. He was 
timed in 13.51 seconds, healing Tony Campbell. 1 3.58, and vet- 
eran Rod Milburn 13.81. 

Stan Floyd of the United States, undefeated this year in the 
men's 100 metres, dominated the final of the race in I0.2U sec- 
onds. leading an American sweep of the event. Carl Lewis was 
second in 10.23 and Mel Luttany third in 10.25. 

None of the Olympic medallists were present at the meet. Alan 
Wells of Brirain won the gold medal in Moscow in 1 0.25 seconds. 

There was a big disappointment in the women's dash when 
Olympic champion Ludmilla Kondratyeva of the Soviet Union 
failed to start because of a pulled leg muscle. Angela Taylor of 
Canada won the race in 11.27 seconds, ending Natalya Bochina of 
the Soviet Union 1 1.29 and Alice Brown of the United Slates 
11.36. 

Harold Schmid of West Germany won the men's 400 metres in 
45.17 seconds, clearly dominating Olympic champion Viktor 
Markin of the Soviet Union. Billy Konchclla of Kenya was second 
in 45.55 and Mark in third 46.01 follnwd hv leading American 
qua iter- miicrs Bill Mullins. 46.1 1, and Willie Smith 46.16. 


James Maina of Kenya won a slow men's 800 metres in ] .47.50. 
He beat two Americans. James Robinson, 1.47.59 and Don 
Paige. 1.47.67. 

Thierry Vigneron of France won the pole vault, clearing 5.70 
metres, heating Olympic champion and world record holder 
Wladblaw Kovakiewicz of Poland. Vigneron made three tries at a 
world record of 5.80. just missing on the first but clearly faded on 
the others. Kovakiewicz had won in Moscow with 5.78. He -settled 
for second place with 5.50 here, and Tom Hintnaus of the United 
Stales was third with 5.4(J. 

Ben Plucknett of the United States upset heavy favourite Mac 
Wilkins of the United States, to win the men's discus with 67.00 
metres. Wilkins was second with 66.60. Trailing the two Ameri- 
cans was Knut Hjcltnes of Norway, 63.92. 

World record holder and Olympic champion Pabyna Kazan- 
kina of the Soviet Union shook off a fast stun by Mary Decker of 
the United States and uent on to win the women's 1.500 metres in 
3.58.9 minutes. GabrieUa Doria of Italy was second. 3.59.82, and 
Decker faded to third place, 4.03.15. 

Omar Kalisa of Sudan won the men's 1,500 in 3.38.02 minutes. 
Helder De Jesus of Portugal, was second in 3.38.35 and Francis 
Gonzales of France third. 3.38.43. 

Kip Koskey of Kenya dominated the 5.000 metres in 13.38.1. 
Fernando Mamede or Portugal was second. 13.3S.5. 

Olympic champion and world record holder Sara Simeoni of 
Italy once again dominated the women's high jump, clearing 1.98 
metres. The Italian, who holds the world record at 2.01. tried 2.0 
for the fourth time in her career but missed her Lhree tries. 

Moscow silver medallist Ursula Kielan of Poland was second, 
Debbie Brill of Canada third and Louise Ritter of the United 
States fourth, all at 1 .91 with the standings based on fewer misses. 

Edwin Moses led an American sweep of the 400-metre hurdles 
in 48.5 1 seconds. Jim Walter was second at 48.82 and David Lee 
third in 49.67. Moscow silver medallist Vasily Arkhipenko of the 
Soveil Union failed to start. 

Kip Rono of Kenya won the 3.000-metre .steeplechase in S.l 2.0 
minutes alter Ob rnpic champion Bronislaw Malinowski of Poland 
dropped out of the race. Mariano Scartezzani of Italy was second. 
8.12.5. and Hilary Tuwei of Kenya third. 8.22.4. 

Dietmar Moegneberg of West Germany won the men's high 
jump with 2.3*1 metres, then missed three tries at 2.36. the current 
world recored held by Olympic champion Gerd Wessig of East 
Germany. 

Olympic champion and world record holder Pietro Mennea of 
Italy won the List event of the evening, the men's 200 metres in 
20.01 seconds.

Cypriot sides resume talks 


UNITED NATIONS. Aug. 6 <R) 
Intercommunal talks aimed at 
settling the long-standing Cyprus 
dispute will resume Saturday in 
Nicosia under U.N. auspices after 
a lapse of more than a year, it was 
announced here today. 

A statement on behalf of Sec- 
retary General Dr. Kurt Wal- 
dheim said he was gratified by 
their imminent resumption and 
hoped the development would 
clear the way to progress on a just 
and lasting settlement. 

The announcement said that 
substantive talks between the 
Greek and Turkish Cypriot sides 
would begin on Sept. 15. 

A U.N. spokesman said he had 
the impression that Saturday's 
meeting would be a brief one. Mr. 
Hugo Gobbi, Dr. Waldheim's 
special representative, who was 
instrumental in getting the two 


sides together, would make a 
statement. 

The last time the two sides met 
was on June 22, 1979. Since then 
Dr. Waldheim and his aides have 
made repeated efforts to get the 
dialogue going again. 

Each side blamed the other for 
the delay. 

Today's announcement said the 
new talks would be within the 
framework of the secretary gen- 
eral's mission of good offices, 
entrusted to him by the Security 
Council, and on the basis of the 
high-level agreements reached on 
Feb. 12, 1977 and May 19. 1979. 

Dr. Waldheim worked hut a 
10-point accord with President 
Spyros Kyprianou, the Cypriot 
head of state, and Mr. Rauf Denk- 
tash, the Turkish Cypriot leader. 


TOKYO. Aug. 6 ( AP) - Amnesty International, barred from inves- 
. ligating alleged reports of wide-spread arrests and “torture of polit- 
ical prisoners’' in Sourh Korea, today appealed to the Korean gov- 
ernment to adopt seven steps to clear its human rights record. 

The London-based human rights organisation has charged that 
Seoul authorities had blocked efforts to investigate what it called 
“more and more alarming reports ' of allegations of torture and use 
of legislation to suppress dissent. 

In' a statement issued simultaneously in Loudon and Tokyo, 
Amnesty International said the Korean embassy here refused to give 
two members visa applications, saying “the issue of human rights is 
too sensitive in South Korea at this time.” 

The South Korean embassy in Tokyo has acknowledged that it 
received the requests but declined comment on why they were not 
approved. 

- At a hastily-called press conference, Mr. Dick Oosting, deputy 
secretary of Amnesty International, said, “We were told the timing is 
wrong right now. In our view," he added, “The time is right now 
because there are important matters to be discussed.” 

Saying it was the first time in “many, many years” that an AI 
delegation had been denied entry into another country “once it was 
on the road." Mr. Oosting said that in the past year missions had been 
dispatched frequently to Taiwan and Vietnam. 

He presented a list of seven demands that included release of all 
“prisoners of conscience" in South Korea whenever arrested, release 
or immediate charging of all persons in detention and permission for 
persons held incommunicado to see relatives, doctors and lawyers. 

Amnesty International also called for allegations of ill-treatment 
and torture to be thoroughly investigated, all trials to be conducted 
openly with due process given to appeals, an end to death sentences 
and for the government not to use existing legislation for purposes of 
imprisoning people who engage in non-violent protests. 

“Estimates of the number of people arrested in recent months 
range to well over 1 .000. Many have been released, but hundreds are 
believed to remain in custody." Mr. Oosting said. 

He said his visit to Seoul primarily was intended to get an accurate 
count on the number of prisoners held, names and charges and “to 
meet responsible government officials to get their side of the story." 

In Seoul today, a South Korean spokesman announced that a total 
of 16.599 people described as hooligans, racketeers, gangsters and 
gamblers have been arrested in a “special measure to eradicate social 
evils" launched by the authorities.

Hiroshima mayor proposes ‘peace summit 9 


HIROSHIMA, Aug. 6 (.AP) - 
Hiroshima marked the 35th 
anniversary of the world’s first 
atomic .bomb attack today with 
prayers for the souls of the esti- 
mated 140,000 victims of that 
attack and appeals to the world to 
work for lasting peace. 

About 35,000 people, including 
representatives of the United 
Nations disarmament centre, 
gathered at Memorial Peace Park 
in the heart of the city to attend 
the annual memorial service for 
those who perished in the devas- 
tating blast of “Little Boy," the 


bomb dropped on the dty on Aug. 
6, 1 945 in the final days of World 
War D. 

At 8:15 a.m., the moment the 
bomb was dropped from B25 
“Enola Gay," bells were tolled 
throughout the city and some 
2,000 doves scattered into the 
overcast skies .as participants 
observed a minute of silent prayer. 

Numerous cities throughout 
Japan also urged citizens to offer 
prayers and observe moments of' 
silence for the victims of the attack 
which hastened the end of the war 
and hurtled the world into the nuc- 


lear age. 

Hiroshima Mayor Takeshi 
Araki, in his peace declaration at 
the rites, proposed a “peace sum- 
mit" of the world's superpowers to 
bring about the abolition of nuc- 
lear weapons. 

Mr. Araki said, “conflicts which 
are going on in the Middle East 
and southeast Asia, if joined by 
the superpowers, could develop 
into full-scale wars. 

"We propose that major 
nations, like the United States and 
the Soviet Union, gather in a top 
meeting to discuss world peace. 


Soviet leaders and war industry 
are top U.S. nuclear targets 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (AP) - 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter has 
formally approved a refined nuc- 
lear strategy designed to deter a 
possible Russian attack by making 
the Soviet-military-industrial 
■complex and Soviet leaders prime 
targets for U.S. retaliation, U.S. 
defence officials said yesterday. 

The doctrine has been under- 
going refinement for about three 

■ years evolving from policies under 
previous administrations aimed at 
giving a president a wider range of 

■ options than destruction of cities. 

The policy became official doc- 
trine with the president's sig- 
nature in recent weeks, said offi- 
cials who asked to remain anony- 
mous. 

Basically, as one official put it, 
“it makes clear that we have many 
more 'choices than Armageddon 
or surrender,” although the 
United States would retain the 
fundamental ability to destroy 
some 200 Soviet cities if all else 
failed. 

U.S. strategists believe that 
- Russian leaders would be deterred 
from launching any attack if they 
understood that the United States 
:bad the ability and the intention to 


knock out “the things the Soviets 
value most," officials said. 

Under this heading, U.S. offi- 
cials place Soviet war-supporting 
industry, command bunkers, nuc- 
lear storage sites, lines of com- 
munication, airfields, missile silos 
and other vital resources and 
facilities. 

The new doctrine, which U.S. 
Defence Secretary Harold Brown 
has called a “countervailing 
strategy," was first given wide 
publicity by Mr. James 
Schlesinger when be was the 
Nixon administration’s defence 
secretary in 1974. 

The policy of “selective target- 
ing" had been part of U.S. 
nuclear-war planning for many 
years, but the United .States did 
not have all the necessary sophis- 
tication in weaponry to carry out* 
the strategy. 

Officials said two new U.S. 
weapons now under development' 
are vital to thd “countervailing 
strategy." 

They said the new MX mobile 
missile is central to the strategy 
because it would be designed to 
survive even a massive Soviet first 
-strike' and becasue it is accurate 


enough to strike back and destroy 
such “hard targets” as reinforced 
concrete and steel command bun- 
kers and heavily shielded fac- 
tories, even below ground. The 
Cruise missile which would be 
launched in large numbers from 
B-52 bombers, is also considered 
a critical weapon because of its 
accuracy, the power of its nuclear 
warhead and because of what 
American officials believe is likely 
to be Soviet helplessness to 
depend against such a weapon. 

- In summarising the “coun- 
tervailing strategy” for Congress 
earlier this year, Mr. Brown said: 

“We must have forces and plans 
for the use of our strategic nuclear 
forces such that in considering 
aggression against our interests, 
our adversary would recognise 
that no plausible outcome would 
represent a success... 

“We have concluded that if 
deterrence is to be folly effective, 
the United States must be able to 
respond at a level appropriate to 
the type and scale of a Soviet 
attack. Our goal is to make a 
Soviet victory as improbable as we 
can make it, over the broadest 
plausible range of scenarios.”

Can Thailand — the front-line state of non communist southeast Asia — withstand 
mounting pressure from an Indochina dominated by the tough, war-hardened veterans 
of Hanoi? 


‘Never mind, we’ll muddle througl

BANGKOK, Thailand — Vietnamese forces staged a sharp but brief 
incursion into Thailand late June in what some analysts say may have 
been a foreshadowing of things to come. But at the same time 
virtually nobody here expects an all-out Vietnamese invasion in the 
forseeable future. What worries many Thais far more than Vie- 
tnamese guns is their country’s serious internal weaknesses — an 
outdated, clique-ridden political set-up, a homegrown communist 
insurgency, glaring economic gaps between the urban rich and the 
rural poor and a rapid breakdown of traditional values. 

Recent interviews with reform -minded government officials, 
academics and businessmen revealed an anxiety about Thailand's 
“softness" and a fear that these internal problems — coupled with a 
militant Indochina — could one day lead to dramatic changes in 
Thailand as a Buddhist kingdom with a capitalist economy and a 
society which allows considerable personal freedoms. 

“Thailand has never been colonised. It never had a revolution. It 
has always managed in difficult times," said one senior government 
official. “This has led to a deep complacency, tbe ‘mai pen raf — 
never mind, we'll muddle through — attitude. Tins may be a pleasant 
approach to life but these days it is a dangerous one.” 

This official and others interviewed said that Thailand in the 1980s 
could not afford a repeat political and economic performance of the 
past decade. 

This performance included ten changes of government in as many 
years — sometimes through violent means. There was one student 
‘uprising, a bloody right-wing led government change and several 
. military coups. 

Economically, the Thais enjoyed an enviable growth rate but 
income disparities -widened. The average monthly income in 
Bangkok — a sprawling metropolis of more than five million — is 
$172 for a family as compared to $74 in the rural northeast. 

While Thailand’s wealth is derived from its agriculture, it is fun- 
nelled into a relatively small, privileged urban sector. International 
agencies have estimated that one-thud of agricultural households — 
some 10 million people — live in a state of absolute poverty. 

In the past, the Thais liked to say that there were always“fishin the 
water and rice in the fields” for everyone. But the country’s popu- 
lation has soared to 46 million and is expected to reach 75 million by 


the turn of the century, while land or agricultural expansion - 
shrunk. 

Competition for the diminished economic pie, together with 1 
teroisation and the erosion of traditional values which stressed an 
tance of one's lot in life has led to social tensions, one of the big 
crime rates in Asia and what many educated Thais say is a head 
pursuit of personal gain. 

Mr. Tbongbai Thongpao, Thailand's top civil rights la* 
believes that his country urgently needs a large injection of st 
responsibility and discipline to cope with its problems.
